Extracts from the Journal 'of Ta Virginia 
Young Lady in 1782. 

We have before us a very handsome and 
pleasing little volume of lil'ry-six paites, en- 
titled "Journal of a young lady of Virginia, 
1782,'' printed and published for the benelit of 
the Lee Memorial Association of Richmond. 
This journal appears to have been written by 
the young lady while on a visit to the Lees, 
Washington, and other families of Virginia. 
It is in the form of a letter continued from day 
to day, and addressed to Miss Polly Brent. 
After the lapse of eighty-nine years the man- 
uscript was found "in an old desk at a country 
place in Maryland, to which Polly Breut car- 
ried it upon her marriage into one of (he old 
families of ihal State." 

There is a quaintness, a freshness, and a 
feminine love of gossip in this journal that will 
be pleasing to every reader. It gives pictures 
of the maimers of Ibe period at which it was 
written. It would seem that the ladies then, 
as now, took time '.o primp, and that the gen- 
tlemen Rometimes got tipsy. The following 
extract presents IWO young ladies (one the 
writer of the journal) in a point of view de- 
cidedly nut romantic. Two coal-heavers could 
not have cxi iitnl a superior capacity for eat- 
ing. It also presents a pretty rough case ot 
romping. Manners must have been somewhat 
free in those days. The journal says : 

"I must tell you of our frolic after wc went 
to our room. We took it intoour beads to wai t 
to eat. Well, wc had a large dish of bacou and 
beef; after that, a bowl of sago cream; and 
after that, an apple pie. While we were eating 
the apple pie in bed — God bless you! making 
agreat noise — iu came Mr. Washington, dressed 
in Hannah's short gown and petticoat, and 
seized and kissed me twenty times, in spite of 
all tnc resistance I could make, and then cousin 
Molly. Hannah soon followed, dressed in his 
coat. They joined us in eating the apple pie, 
and then went out. After this we took it into 
our heads to want to eat oysters. We got up, 
put on our wrappers, and went down into the 
cellar to get them. Do you think Mr. Wash- 
ington did not follow us nnd scare us just to 
death? We went up, though, and eat our 
ovstcrs. We slept in the old lady's room, too, 
nnd she sat laughing tit lo kill herself at us. 
I Wonder where the pickles were'.') " 

Frequeut allusions are made to the Fred- 
ericksburg races. The "Forti-pianer" and the 
"Spinnei" are often referred to. This little 
volume only gives true pictures of Virginia 
life ; but a very charming young lady was the 
writer, and now, nearly a century after it was 
written, it is published. — Richmond Whit], 



Who Wrote Genoral Jackson's Proclamation 7 

To the Editor of the Tribune: 

Sir: In your speech nt New Orleans, when 
speaking of Gen. Jackson's proclamation, you 
said: "Edward Livingston very probably 
wrote it." The following statement may be 
implicitly relied on as correct : During the po- 
litical campaign of 1848, in Ohio, an intimate 
friend of mine, David Begges, Esq., drove 
Gov. Corwin to and from New Lisbon, Ohio, in 
his carriage. Doing business in the same office, 
1 asked Mr. Begges, the day after, if he had 
had any conversation with Mr. Corwin of 
special interest. Mr. Begges replied that he 
had asked Mr. Corwin if he knew who wrote 
Gen. Jackson's proclamation. Mr. Corwin an- 
swered : " Some years ago I had some business 
in the office of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
Company, which I transacted with Lewis Mc- 
Lane, of Delaware, who was then president of 
the company. When my business was finished 
I asked him if he knew who wrote Gen. Jack- 
son's proclamation. Mr. McLane then rose 
from his seat, and drew from a pigeon hole a 
document, which he handed to me, saying 
it was the protocol of the proclamation, with 
interlineations and corrections. Mr. McLane 
also said that, on account of Gen. Jacksor.'s 
handwriting being obscure, lie was obliged to 
make a copy for the printer's use."

It was announced the other dav by a 
dispatch from Washington that Dsn Fayette 
Uewitt, Quarter-Master General of Ken 
tucky, had succeeded in collecting $525,000 
of the war debt due by the Federal Govern 
ment for advances made by the State in the 
equipment of troops for the United States 
service. A subsequent dispatch staies that, 
after the claim had been passed upon by the 
Secretary of War and other superior officers, 
it was arrested in its passage through the 
regular forms of the department by a subor- 
dinate clerk, who refused his signature, and 
consequently it was not paid. As Friday was 
the last day fixed by law for the settlement 
of such claims by the departments- and 
requiring after the first day of July a special 
»:t of Congress "to securo their payment, 
it was supposed that this course would 
defeat the claim, and intended as a special 
act of malice toward Kentucky, since similar 
claims of other State were not thus objected 
to ; but it is now believed that the essential 
form has been complied with, and that 
it will be paid. General Hewitt has 
shown great fidelity as well as tact in the 
prosecution of these claims, and it is to be 
hoped that his energetic efforts will not be 
defeated by such a quibble as has been 
attempted.

DgyThe Louisville Commercial has an- 
nounced that Col. Silas Adams was a candi 
date for the nomination as Senator from the 
Senatorial District composed of Adair, Clin- 
ton, Russell, and Cumberland, which cannot 
bo, as he resides in Casey, one of the counties 
now represented in the Senats by Hon. A. G. 
Talbott. 



JS?~Cniversal suffrage in S,iain is a pe- 
culiar institution, according to a Port Mahon 
correspondent of the Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican. Previous to the late elections h 
smie localities the Republican candidates 
were arrested and kept locked up in jail until 
the voting was over. In Cadiz, out ol 17,000 
or 18,000 voters, only 5 000 were registered 
and allowed to vote. In a single ward in 
Madrid 200 out of 400 soldiers who voted 
were under age ; and when bystanders at the 
polls protested they wcie told either to hold 
their tongues or go to jail. Where the 
election of members to the Cortes was con- 
tested the Ministeiial candidates were admit- 
ted to their scats in all cases. 

Universal suffrage in many of the Southern 
States of this Union, under Radical manip- 
ulation, is, in principle, but little different 
from what it is here described to be in Spain. 
When Grant fully carries out his bayonet and 
Ku-Klux laws, as he intends to do, doubtless, 
pretty soon, a popular election will be a pop- 
ular mockery.

Gentlemen: I am in receipt of your note in- 
forming me that the Democratic State Central 
Committee have, pursuant to a vote of the 
counties which responded to the resolution of 
the committee of May — decided that I have 



been nominatid as the candidate of the party 
for Register of the Land Office. 

I am deeply sensible of the honor thus done 
me, and beg through you to return my most 
profound thanks to the Democracy of the State 
lor this additional mark of iheir confidence. 1 
must, however, respectfully decline to accept 
t le position. When I declined the nomination 
of the Conventiou in my note to the Commit- 
tee of May 19th, I had no thought of again 
becoming a candidate. I took that course 
solely from a desire to promote the harmony 
of the Democratic party— which I hold above 
any personal considerations or private ambition. 
The same considerations impei me to adhere to 
the decision then taken. 

After 1 had forwarded my note declining the 
nomination, and immediately after the publica- 
tion of the ballot, by which it appeared that 
a majority of the votes in the Convention were 
cast for Maj. J. A. Grant, and that my nomi- 
nation was announced by reason of a mistake 
in addition, I published a card announcing 
that my withdrawal from the race was absolute 
and final, in which I had the honor to suggest 
to your Committee the propriety of placing 
his name upon the ticket. 

The Committee, however, had already taken 
action in the matter, and had addressed their 
circular letter to the Executive Committees of 
the various counties, requesting that the vote 
be recast in the manner prescribed by them, 
and could not, with propriety, reconsider their 
action. The response from the people is a 
complete vindication of their course, and a 
gratifying evidence of the disposition of the 
party throughout the State to sustain the reg-

Not only organization and disci- 
pline, but thorough hariuonv is necessary. I 
am fully persuaded that I can best promote this 
by remaining out of this contest ; and 1 trust 
you will not deem it officious in me lo here re- 
peat my former suggestion, that the Committee 
place the name of Maj. Grant upon the ticket. 
He is a gentleman in every way worthy tin 
confidence and support of the Democratic 
party; and I earnestly appeal to my personal 
friends, without exception, to give him their 
cordial support. 

The Central Committee, as well as Maj 
Grant and myself, have had delicate tasks b 
pei form, and each, I am satisfied, has beer: 
subjected to unjust criticism, either from mis- 
take as lo facts, or from over-zealous efforts to 
serve friends. If errors have been committed 
by any, they were certainly unintentional ; 
and a fair solution having been reached, all 
who have the interests of the party at heart 
ought lo acquiesce, and further discussion 
ce;ise.

The following are the material portions Of 
the address to the Democracy of Pennsylvania 
by the Democratic Executive Committee of 
that Stale. The paper was prepared by ex- 
Secretary Jeremiah S Black : 

The Executive Committee of the Democracy 
of this Slate, to whom the following address 
was referred by the recent State Convention,' 
now present the same to you as embodying 
some of the reasons which actuate and control 
the organization they represent : We here 
solemnly renew our often repeated declaration 
of fidelity to the great principles upon which 
our parly has acted from the time of its first 
organisation. Our ultimate objects are those 
of our fathers when they adopted the Federal 
Constitution, viz: "To form a more perfect 
union, to establish justice, to insure domestic 
tranquillity, to promote the general welfare, to 
provide for the common defense; and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our pos- 
terity." We sincerely believe that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, administered as 
it was in former days, with a direct view to the 
advancement of these principles, would do for 
us and fur our children all that any people can 
reasonably desire from the political system 
under which they live. We are equally sure 
t'.at if not carried out in the spirit of those by 
whom it waa framed it must become a curse 
instead of a blessing. Situated as we are, 
obedience to the fundamental law means not 
only the honest performance of sworn obliga- 
tions, but freedom, pence, and prosperity to all 
classes of the people. On the other hand, the 
usurpation of interdicted or undelegated power 
is not only a crime in itself", but the fruitful 
parent of other crimes, and will lead, as it has 
already '.ed, to indefinite misgovernment, cor- 
ruption, and tyranny, subverting all liberty, 
and rendering the rights of all men insecure. 
When we speak of the Federal Constitution, 
we mean the whole instrument, wilh all its 
amendments, and acknowledge the equal obli- 
gation of every part. Several of those amend- 
ments weie carried by brute force nud by 
frauds upon the public will so glaring as to 
take from their authors all claim upon our re- 
spect. But we cannot deny that they have 
actually become a part of the Constitution; 
nor can we avoid that fact, nor get behind it, 
by showing the corrupt misconduct of the men 
who at that time controlled Cougress and mas- 
tered the State Legislatures. Whosoever 
swears to support the Constitution must per- 
form all that is "nominated in the bond." 
Any change which experience and rcasou shall 
prove to be desirable must be made in the pre- 
scribed way, and not by revolutionary and dis- 
orderly means. 

TUE DECLARATION OF 1871. 

No candid person will deny that the leading 
men in power at Washington have been un- 
taithful to their duties. They have broken the 
pledges they made to the people, and, in reck- 
less disregard of their oaths, they have violated 
the plainest provisions of the Constitution. 
They have deprived the States of theirsacred 
right of sell-government in matters purely local, 



and disarmed them of the power to enforce 
their own laws for the preservation of order 
within their own boundaries. They have 
passed bills of pains and penalties, operating 
on millions at once, without regard to the 
guilt or innocence of the parties. They have 
trampled on all the securities of life, liberty 
and property. They hive treated the habeas 
corpus law with contempt, and denied the right 
of trial by jury. They have sent out swarms 
of their hireling agents with instructions to 
kidnap, imprison and kill free citizens for po- 
litical offenses, without judicial accusation, 
without warrant, and without trial. They have 
not only trodden upon tlfc great principles 
embodied in the original Constitution us it 
came from the hands of its framers, but even 
the amendments, which they themselves inter- 
polated, have been broken without remorse 
whenever it suited their interesls. In defiance 
of the Thirteenth Amendment they have 
doomed many persons to the worst kind of 
"slivcry or involuntary servitude'' in the pub- 
lic prisons, without the pretence of any "crime 
whereof the party was legally convicted." In 
the face of the Fourteenth they have abridged 
the "equal rights ' of whole masses of white 
citizens. Without the least respect for the 
right of universal suffrage, guaranteed by the 
Fifteenth, they have interfered both forcibly 
and fraudulently to prevent fair elections, and 
to set them aside after they were held. These 
outrages upon justice, liberty and law have 
been perpetrated, not during the conflict of a 
civil war — not in moments of wild passion or 
heated excitement — but in cold blood, upon 
deliberate reflection, in a time of profound 
peace, in full view of the consequences, and 
their authors have followed odt this line of pol- 
icy, step by step, with a persistency which 
shows their fixed determination lor the future, 
as in the past, to be bound by no oath and 
held by no promise. The two last and most 
important of their anti-constitutional measures 
show more distinctly than others their settled 
design to strangle the liberties of the nation, 
and take perpetual power into their own hands. 
The force bill authorizes the President, not 
only to invade the States at his pleasure, but 
by declaring martial law to subvert all govern- 
ment, except what consists of his mere will. 
Under the election law his cannon is plant, d 
directly against the freedom of State elections. 
Already the bayonets of the Executive have 
gleamed around the polling places in the cities 
of New York and Philadelphia. Who can mis- 
take the meaning of these preparai ions for the 
next Presidential election? Who doubts that 
warning and rebuke are needed now to pre- 
vent the administration from carrying out its 
purpose by force? If the warning- be not 
given by the people or fail of its proper edict 
can we hope lor peace ? It seems to us an er- 
ror to suppose the American people tame 
enough to be kicked under the yoke of a des- 
potism, or ignorant enough to be juggled out 
of the great inheritance of free government 
which the fathers left them. 

ROTTENNESS OF THE ADMINISTRATION. 

We complain of our present rulers for law- 
less usurpation of power. Power now dele- 
gated is always abused. In this, as in other 
cases, usurpation has been accompanied and 
followed by corruption. Frauds without num- 
ber, and almost without limit, have been 
committed on the public. Men of the worst 
character for common honesty are permitted to 
occupy the highest places. Of the money col- 
lected from the people, and not stolen b»fore it 
reaches the Treasury, a large portion is squan- 
dered by C ingress on party favorites or corrupt 
rings, and on base combinations of public 
plunderers. The enormous extent to which 
this financial corruption has been carried will 
become manifest to any one who compares the 
expenditures of the Government during the 
six years which followed the civil war. Both 
were periods of peace, and there can be no ex- 
cuse lor more than a small increase correspond- 
ing to the ratio in which the population has 
ailv incid. But where the ordio iry expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year ending June 1, 1870, ex- 
clusive of Indian annuities, pensions, and in- 
terest on the public debt were SI 48. 669,- 
92J 43, for the year ending June I. 1860, the 
expenditures for the same purpose were but 
$35,918,188 72. Here is shown the difference 
between the ordinary cost of carrying on our 
Government wiicn its agents arc honest, and 
the cost of the same thing when its officers are 
So destitute of moral principle as to disregard 
all legal limitations upon their own authority. 
A free, unpervented representative government 
is simple in its machinery, easily maintained, 
and "dispenses its blessings like the dews of 
Heaven, unseen and unfelt, save in the beauty 
and freshness they contribute to produce ;" the 
secure tranquillity of a legal establishment 
may sometimes be a compensation for the 
burdens it imposes, but a rotten republic is at 
once Hie most costly, the most oppressive, and 
the most unsteady of all political structures. 
• •»••• «««•••«• 

THE ISSUES. 

It will surely be admitted that all American 
citizens who believe these facts to be tine are 
bound by the sacred obligations of patriotism, 
honor, nnd conscience to oppose this state of 
things, and by opposing end it. The persons 
interested in preventing a change will ask 
how, to what extent, and by what means we 
propose to make reforms. The question is a 
fair one, and He will answer it briefly. It will 
be the duly of the Democratic party, and, to 
the extent of our authority, originU or delegated, 
we hereby pledge ourselves and our associates, 
so far as in us lies — 

1. To put the ship of state once again on her 
constitutional track and hold her head Brmlj 
nnd steadily to that course. 

2. To protect the individual citizen of all 
parties, classes, and creeds, in the enjoyment of 
life, liberty, property, reputation, and the pur- 
suit of their lawfnl business, by an imperative 
administration of justice in the ordained and 
established cout ts. 

3. To preserve the power of the General 
Government in their whole constitutional vigor 
ns our sole defense against foreign aggression, 
the safest bond of union between different sec- 
tions of the country, and the only sure promise 
of general prosperity. 

4. To maintain, unimpaired, the reserved 
rights of the Sta'es. not only because they are 
guaranteed by the Federal Constitution, but be- 
cause the States alone can safely he trusted 
with the management of their own local con- 
cerns. 

5. To reduce the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment by confining its appropriations to legiti- 
mate Objects, by a rigid system of accountability 
and economy, and by abolishing much of the 
unnecessary and pernicious machinery with 
which it is now encumbered. 

6. To moderate the burdens of the people, 
not only by economical administration, but by 
a system of taxation upon foreign imports as 
well as domestic productions, which shall be 
just and equal in its operation upon the prop- 
erty and business of the country, not enriching 
some while it impoverishes others, and not 
open to the frauds now habitually practiced. 

7. To preserve the public credit by the 
prompt payment of the public obligations. 

8. To consecrate the public lands to the use 
of the landless people who need it by a system 
which will secure a sufficiency to all, and stop 
at once the long series of swindles by which so 
many millions of acres have been given away 
to those who already have more than enough. 

These arc some of the duties which lie be- 
fore the people if they desire to sec their Gov- 
ernment administered with a decent respect for 
the Constitution of their fathers or with toler- 
able honesty in financial matters. 

We have no test of orthodoxy, no disabilities 
for nor discrimination against former political 
antagonists. We cannot and do Dot object to 
bygone differences, provided the citizen be 
truly and faithfully devoted now to the inter- 
ests and institutions of the whole couutry, and 
all the inhabitants thereof. 

Our object is not revolution, but restoration ; 
not injury to our opponents, but an assertion 
of our own rights aud those of our fellow-cit- 
izens

He was listened to for an hour 
and a half with interested attention, being 
frequently interrupted with applause. Many 
of his p lints were ably made, and the fervid 
eloquence of his language was such as to 
carry conviction as to the speaker's sincerity, 
lie arraigned the Radical party for its many 
shortcomings, its false issues, its unstability 
and its insincerity. He charged it with du- 
plicity in almost every measure — citing those 
concerning immigration, amnesty, the school 
laws, and other measures of local importance. 
He rated them about their pretended interest 
in the Southern Railroad— their eil'ort to 
make it a political issue. He charged that 
Harlan was occupying a false position ; that 
he was expedient in the matter of this road ; 
that his real sentiment has always been op- 
posed to it.. 

He alluded to the assaults made by the 
Radicals on the Kentucky Legislature ; the 
charges of extravaganco, &c, and refuted 
them all handsomely. His figures concern- 
ing the State finances were such as could not 
be disputed. He proved how prosperous the 
State had been and how well managed under 
Democratic authority. 

At the conclusion of Col. Chenoweth's 
speech Judge G'raddock, in response to a very 
general call, addressed the audience in a speech 
of half an hour, in which he discussed the 
new amendments and the Radical policy of 
the General Government, showing how steady 
were the encroachments of power upon the 
liberties of the people, how fatal they would 
prove if not arres'ed. This he did not 
believe was to be effected by endorsing their 
usurpations especially as manifested in the 
14th and 15th amendments, the manner of 
their adoption and the pjwer claimed under 
them. He took strong ground against the 
"New Departure" as countenancing these 
Radical acts. 

15 th speeches were listened to with close 
attention, and the speakers were frequently 
applauded. We regret Ilia' our space pre- 
cludes a more extended notice o' their merits. 

Death of as Old Citizen.- -We regret 
to announce the death o( Mr. John R. Scott, 
of this county, who departed this Wo at his 
residence in this county on Sunday afternoon 
He was the son of the late Joel W. Scott, 
and elder brother of Root. W. Scott, E-q. 
For neatly a year he has liecn in had health, 
and his death has not come unexpected to his 
friend-, among « horn he niimbeted all who 
knew him. He was in his sixty-lourth year, 
and a most estimable citizen. His funeral 
will take place from his residence at hall-past 
nine o'clock this morning.

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Summer Pruning of the Grape.— Very much 
has been wiilten on this subject, the pith of all 
b -ing that it is desirable to have as little extra 
wood as possible, and yet maintain a healthy 
growth of vine ami maturation of fruit. In 
our May number we drew the attention of our 
readers to the Brst point, viz: that of rubbing 
out or destroying all superfluous buds; but at 
this season the vines are vigorous and growing 
to rapidly that an almost daily attention is nec- 
essary. If from neglect the shoots have got two 
or more leaves beyond what they should have, 
it is better to stop them back with the thumb 
and finger, leaving an extra leaf, raiher than 
hereafter to go through and cut and slash in 
order to get breathing room f' r the foliage. 
Let the canes for next year's fruiting grow as 
strong as they may, laterals and all, without 
auy pinching"; especially is this to be heeded 
with Clinton, Norton's Virginia, and other 
sorts, which, it is fast coming to be learned, 
produce the most and best fruit on the laterals 
of this year, and therefore need, in fall prim- 
ings, to be left with long canes. On the fruit 
cane's some advise stopping at one leaf beyond 
the last bunch of fruit; we prefer to let it 
make two or three leaves before stopping, be- 
lieving that the more expanse of perfect leaf 
we can get on that cane or extension the belter 
will be our fruit. 

Another point we must urge, and that is, a 
judicious nud careful thinning of the fruit. 
Too much fruit not only exhausts the vine and 
enfeebles it so as to induce disease, but the 
quality of the fruit is so much impaired, that 
he who buvs for the niarketor wine will reduce 
the price accordingly. Two pounds of really 
large and perfect bunches will bring nearly, it 
not quite, as much as three pounds of imperfett 
ones; and the grower will find for ihe first a 
ready sale, while lor the second the buyer will 
hesitate and haggle about the price. — Exchange.

The Antiquity of CandUs. 

Certain books inform ns that candles and 
letups for Illumination have been employed 
from the earliest historical times. Roth are 
mentioned in the Bible; and, indeed, it is diffi- 
cult to understand from scripture narrative 
whether candies or lamps are indicated, lamps 
burning olive oil being ordered to be placed 
on candlesticks (Lev. xxiv). Plinv, referring 
to rushes and to flax describee parts ot them 
as ndapted for lamps and candle Wicke. Al- 
though Uiis author minutely describes the pro- 
cess of wax bleaching, he does not state what 
materials wer used in his time for the manu- 
facture ol can lies. Doubtless, however, both 
wax and tallow were used by the ancients lor 
this purpose; indeed, Apuleis distinguishes 
two sorts of candles by the names cerei aud 
sehacci. 

In the middle ages, wax candles of various 
sizes were made, and it is said in moulds— 
though wax candles cannot oe now moulded— 
the wicks being twisted tow. At ihe command 
of King Alfred, the, chaplains made wax can- 
dles in such a manner that lime was measured 
by their burning— six candles lighted in suc- 
cession, burning exactly twenty-four hour,. 
Several records refer to the trade of wax-chan- 
dler as early as the sixteenth century. The 
first description of rushlights seems to be in 
White's Natural History of Selbonie, published 
in \Hb.-~lictijrovia. 

Demolishino Bed-bugs.— Permit the toe- 
nails inot the bed bugs) to lengthen out con- 
siderable, and then, with a keen penknife, g:ve 
them pen-shaped points. Leave light burning 
on retiring, and stick a foot or two from be- 
neath the counterpane as a bait for the bugs. 
Keen a vigilant watch, nnd should one appear 
after afcout three or four hours waiting, re- 
strain your blood-thirsty devices until you get 
him balanced on the very apex ol one of the 
sharpened nails, and then, with all the force 
vou can summon, kick your foot ngainn the 
ceil'in" and if the nail penetrates it an inch or 
two you can make up your mind that you ve 
punctured the bug a few. Should your exper. 
imcnt prove a success, there will be apt to be a 
red spot where Ihe bed-bug struck, 
pretty generally form some idea o 
bug s sensations by noticing the strange feeling 
in the neighborhood of the toe for a few mo- 
ments after the collision.
